accompanying drawing detailing what 
he had found. Sure enough, we all 
agreed as to what we saw, (See Fig.l) 
Compare this photo to the imprint of 
photograph #2 and then #3.

U.S. Planes 
Seek ‘Monster’ 


‘ Object’ 
Seen Over 
Honolulu 

HONOLULU (UPI) - an 
unidentified flying object, 
travelling west at a “very 
high rate of speed,” was 
sighted by hundreds of per¬ 
sons in the Hawaiian Islands 
last night. 

Two Hawaii Air National 
Guard pilots said they saw 
the object north of the Island 
of Kauai during a routine 
training mission in jet fight¬ 
ers at an altitude of 40,000 
feet. Honolulu newspapers 
and radio stations were flood¬ 
ed with calls. 

CAPT. JON Parish said he 
throught the object was “pos¬ 
sibly a rocket or some sort 
of space object flying a pre¬ 
determined course.” Lt. 
George Joy said he thought 
it was the milky way at first, 
but then noticed that it left 
a visible vapor trail. 

Witnesses m Honolulu said 
the object looked like a cres¬ 
cent-shaped moon falling into 
the sea. TOiey said it was 
bright, ana some said it ap¬ 
peared to be on fire. 

Military officials had no 
immediate explanation but 
said it was not an aircraft.

Cable to

S OONER or later aomtone will decide 
to lay a cable from the earth to the 
moon, I am not quite sure why, it 
may be because we have to do It ahead of 
the Russians or, conversely, because they 
have to do it ahead of the Americans. It 
may be because solar winds render the 
ordinary free-apace communication tech¬ 
niques unusable for certain brief 
perlode, or because a cable is more secure 
for military purposes than the ether <you 
should pardon the expression). Very pos¬ 
sibly, like the scaling of Everest and the 
orbiting of a man, we will have to do it 
because 9 it is there or, rather, because it 
isn't there yet. The Important thing, of 
course, is that if it is worth doing, it is 
worth doing well. 

To begin with, we must select loca¬ 
tions for the anchor points at the two 
ends. The lunar end is comparatively 
simple. Since the moon always presents 
the same face toward the earth, any con¬ 
venient spot on the near side of the moon 
would do—preferably, of course, a spot 
near the centre, tl would pick the middle 
of the crater Eratosthenes if It were up 
to me, but that's only because I've always 
had a soft spot for the old fellow.) 

The terrestrial end is much more 
tightly constrained. If we anchored the 
*. cable in Oshkosh, for example, then as 
the earth spins around on its axis, the 
cable would wind around and around, 
winding tighter and tighter, or, what is at 
least as bad, pulling the moon in closer 
and closer. That would never do. Indeed, 
there is no choice but to anchor the cable 
at one of the earth’s poles. Since a cable 
from the moon to the North Pole would 
be a hazard to commercial aviation (our 
relations with Scandinavian Airlines 
would suffer. an irreparable blow), and 
since it would eliminate the favorite sur¬ 
facing site of our nuclear submarines, it 
is clear that " the South Pole is the only 
available plabe. 

I have not had a chance to investigate 
the coupling effects be.tween the earth 
and the moon that would result from a

cable between them and how this would 
influence the atahllity of Lite earth-moon 
ayatem, it might be appropriate to let a 
study contract to investigate this problem, 

I have heard that the centre of rotation 
of the earth-moon system is 8,000 miles 
from the centre of the earth. If the rota¬ 
tion starts getting sluggish, perhaps we 
could arrange to extend Project Mohole 
to lubricate the bearing. 

Another major step will be the selec¬ 
tion of a suitable material for our cable. 
An extensive search will be required 
through the entire Western Electric cata¬ 
logue. Quite possibly the whole cable will 
be a single polyethylene molecule. What¬ 
ever material is used. It is sure to be 
expensive. Hence the amount ordered 
should not exceed what is actually needed. 

From radar experiments, the round- 
trip distance from the earth to the moon 
la known extremely accurately In light- 
secondi, and I have discovered an elegant 
formula <D= (H+V4+1/16+1/82+1/64+ 

. . . )R) for obtaining the one-way 
distance, D. from the round-trip distance, 
R. However, the conversion from ltght- 
secondi to miles is only known to one part 
in 10®, which leads to an uncertainty of 
one-quarter of a mile In writing the pur¬ 
chase order for the cable. We should do 
something about this. 

It has also been pointed out that the 
distance from the earth to the moon varies 
during the lunl-solar epoch by plus and 
minus 10 per cent around the mean dis¬ 
tance, for a total variability of 20 per 
cent. Unlike the uncertainty in the con¬ 
version from light-seconds to miles, there 
is nothing we can do about the fluctuation 
but accept it. The cable will have to be 
elastic. 

Some skeptic' is likely to ask, “But 
what use is the cable to anybody if it’s 
down at the South Pole?” My reply, of 
course, would be. “Well, you wanted a 
cable, didn’t you? It’s not like it was my 
idea."

- METEORITE MYSTERY 1 

By Dale N. Rettlg 

On June 30, 1908, a gigantic 
explosion took place near the Yenesel 
River In Siberia. Since that time 
on, this meteorite has caused untold 
controversy. Some say the object 
was a plain, ordinary meteorite. 
Others say It was a space ship which 
crashed accidentally when It attempt¬ 
ed to land. The blast was "one of 
the mightiest explosions ever record¬ 
ed on earth." But Just what was 
this "meteorite?" 

Frank Edwards, In his book 
Stranger Than Science , gives support 
to the space ship hypothesis. He 
quotes the views of one Dr. Alex¬ 
ander Kazentsev, a Russian scientist. 
Dr. Kazentsev says the "meteorite" 
was a space ship, powered by atomic 
energy. Then Mr. Edwards goes on to 
say that the method In which the 
tops of trees were snapped off Is a 
characteristic only of atomic explo¬ 
sions. Also there were "no craters." 

Here Is where I disagree. There 
are craters present, though small In 
size, less than 12 feet deep and as 
little as 30 by 130 feet across. 

And I say It WAS a meteorite. Not an 
ordinary meteorite, but one made up 
of anti-matter. What Is anti-matter? 
I'll try to explain. 

Going back a ways, to 1932, anti¬ 
matter was first discovered. This 
particle of anti-matter was charged, 
equal In mass to the electron, but 
opposite to It In sign. It was 
given the name of "positron." 
Positrons and electrons annihilate 
each other on contact, producing 
pure energy - gamma rays. Other 
anti-matter particles were thereafter 
discovered: the anti-proton, anti- 
neutron, antl-muon, antl-pion, anti- 
K-mesons. All these particles anni¬ 
hilate other particles of "regular" 
matter. 

So what I'm saying Is this: That 
the meteorite which crashed In Si¬ 
beria on June 30th, 1908, was a 
meteorite made up of anti-matter. 

Upon contact with the earth, the 


anti-meteorite was annihilated, as 
well as a large portion of land sur¬ 
rounding the location of the crash. 

This has already been partially con¬ 
firmed by a group of Russian scientists, 
who said: "The blast may have been the 
result of matter annihilating matter 
at the very first touch, and not due 
to an ordinary impact and boring in." 

There you have it. Was the' Sibe 
ian explosion caused by a meteorite 
made up of anti-matter? Or was it a 
space ship? No one can prove either, 
at the present moment. Perhaps it 
will always remain a mystery. What

As I stated often elsewhere, and 
a long time ago, I firmly believe: 

1) that the ufos are REAL'; 

2) that at least the majority of those 
now exploring our planet are made 
up of the kind of matter that we 
know; 

3) that, therefore, they operate ordi¬ 
narily through the three dimensions 
through which we terrestrials live; 

4) that there Is great variety among 
them as to origin, mode of propul¬ 
sion, etc.; 

5) that they are extraterrestrial wltt 
perhaps ‘a few bases here; 

6) that they are directly or indirect- 
iy under the very Intelligent con¬ 
trol of various types of humanoids; 

7) that genuine contacts have already 
been made with some of the ufo- 
crews (ufonauts); 

3) that some of these ufonauts are 
robots I christen: "ufobots"; 

9) that others are really alive In 
flesh and blood; 

10) that many of these ufonauts, ufo- 
aviators and other ufonltes, be¬ 
cause of the gravitational field 
and other environmental elements 
under which they evolved, are fan¬ 
tastically different from us In 
size, shape, means of communica¬ 
tion, etc. 

For mentioning publicly and/or 
privately these and other such per¬ 
sonal tenets In the field of ufology, 

I've been laughed at and even ridi¬ 
culed. Since I am a very proud man, 
these remarks hurt me to the quick. 
But, everything being considered, 
these sharp tongues and pens have 
opened up new vistas In the field of 
ufology. For one thing, they forced 
me to examine more closely my beliefs 
and especially the REASONS for up¬ 
holding them. I discovered to my 
shame that In a few cases I was wrong 
and had to retract. It was very pain¬ 
fully humiliating. The results, how¬ 
ever, were excellent, both for me 
personally and for all the others who 
are serious Investigators In this 
most momentous subject. And that 
brings me to my specific tonic: 


A long time ago, I too, carefully 
noted many cases of vanishing planes 
and found that In many Instances the 
disappearance was so mysterious that 
It had to be engineered by some of 
those ufonauts. 

But, while watching closely on TV 
our astronauts, especially during the 
recovery period, I realized how vast 
Is even a predetermined section of an 
ocean. The Immensity of many other 
uninhabited areas over the globe, the 
terrifying power of storms and the 
suddenness of so many strong winds led 
me to believe that perhaps getting 
lost In an aircraft Is not so myster¬ 
ious after all. In fact, the wonder 
should be that there aren't more such 
mishaps. 

As I pondered on these thoughts, 

I soon became convinced that In all 
honesty I could no longer mention as 
ufological occurrences the "myster¬ 
ious vanishing" of airplanes unless 
I re-examined carefully each case 
Individually, keeping In mind all the 
time the above-mentioned geophysical 
and meteorological FACTS, plus others 
which I am about to present. 

A fluid, Including gases. In rapid 
motion has acquired a quasi rigidity 
and so, in many ways, It behaves like 
a solid. That, in my opinion, is the 
explanation for the fact reported by 
many people that tornadoes drive 
straws deeply Into planks. Granted 
that I am not certain whether or not 
this phenomenon is real, I am certain 
that planks, given the required fact¬ 
ors, are driven through trees by strong 
winds. I have here in front of me a 
photograph released by the United 
States Weather Bureau, which shows 
clearly a ten-foot plank driven half¬ 
way through the trunk of a palm tree. 
Those of you who are acquainted with 
the laws of dynamics, will realize that 
the amazing event illustrated here Is 
not that an object pierced a tree; but, 
that a plank did it; that it was driven 
not by a hammer, but by a wind; that 
it remained practically intact; final¬ 
ly, that It was only a hurricane wind 
that did it. Yes, "only", for the 
velocity of that kind of wind is about 
150 mph, whereas the tornadoes have 
been clocke at 300. Some scientifi-

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cally estimated speeds are up to 500 
mph. 

Now, I am perfectly aware that 
ollots do not purposely steer their 
aircraft into violent air-disturbanees 
like that and that there are many 
signs by which they can foresee them. 
But, according to various apropos 
publications issued by the United 
States of Commerce Weather Bureau, 
"turbulence may occur in perfectly 
clear air without any visual warning 
in the form of clouds...(It) may 
occur at times in Isolated regions 
Of the atmosphere. If an air¬ 

craft encounters an effective gust 
velocity approaching 40 feet per sec¬ 
ond...when flying at the design crui¬ 
sing speed, structural damage would 
probably result." Structural damage 
often results in an explosion which 
generally blows up the ship into 
smithereens. All this could take 
olace in a second, cutting off "mys¬ 
teriously" all communications with 
the towers or other stations. If 
this misfortune happened over an 
ocean or some other vast uninhabited 
area, how can you even expect the 
searchers to find the pieces? The oi 
slick, the automatically inflating 
balloons, the parachutes, the flares 
and other such devices don't always 
work. Sven when they do, they're 
mighty small in the thousands of gi¬ 
gantic troughs zebrating thousands of 
oceanic square miles. The electronic 
recorders which automatically regis¬ 
ter all the Important factors in the 
course of the flight are no help as 
far as the point we are trying to 
make. First of all they are recent , 
and we are discussing planes that 
vanished more than a year ago. 
Secondly, these devices, as far as I 
know, do not yet telemeter automatic¬ 
ally a distress algnal, giving the 
position of the craft, the cause of 
the trouble, etc. to the stations 
for rescue. 

The explosion Just mentioned is 
caused by the fuel. May I suggest 
an entirely different kind of explo¬ 
sion, which, I think, accounts very 
well for the "mysterious vanishing" 
of many airplanes? To begin with, 
it's a well known fact that the 
"eye" of a tornado is a very low 


pressure area and that, consequently, 
when this partial vacuum passes near 
a building, the latter literally ex¬ 
plodes, especially if the doors, win¬ 
dows and other vents are closed. This 
disaster is obviously caused by the 
air inside which rushes outward with 
great violence in its effort to re¬ 
establish the disturbed equilibrium. 
Now, suppose thatan airplane suddenly 
rushes into the eye of such a vortex, 
you have all you need for a bombastic, 
mechanical explosion. 

I know perfectly well that airpla¬ 
nes fly into and within the "eye" of a 
hurricane without the least damage. 

But, note well that these "eyes" are 
much wider than those of a tornado; 
that the barometric differential is 
far less; that the pilot drives his 
craft into it according to very special 
techniques to avoid the drastic effects 
of shearing and of other such stresses. 

Obviously tornadoes are sometimes 
foreseen and no pilot will drive into 
them knowingly . However, one must keep 
in mind the fact that a large percent¬ 
age of them occur at night when detect¬ 
ion is more difficult; that the whole 
system moves forward rather fast, some¬ 
times 68 mph; that their paths are un¬ 
predictable; that the funnel's up-and- 
down motion can't be anticipated. 

But, who ever heard of a tornado 
at altitudes where planes fly?' Nobody, 
as far as I know. So, my theory falls? 
Not necessarily. There are thunder¬ 
storms about which more will be said 
later. For the time being, I would 
like to orbit this idea lest I forget: 
"The chances of heavy or severe turbu¬ 
lence within thunderstorms is greatest 
about 3,000 to 15,000 feet above ter¬ 
rain." That's what the Weather Bureau 
writes. The emphasis is mine. 

Admittedly, when all the circum¬ 
stances are carefully taken into con¬ 
sideration, it*9 hardly conceivable 
how a tornado as such could cause the 
mechanical explosion of an aircraft. 
However, other atmospheric disturbances 
could. Meteorologists warn pilots 
against the destructive violence of 
the "clear air turbulence," and the 
dangers when one encounters strong 
^jjusts and whirlwinds at high altitude. 
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Granted thct these masses of air lr. 
rapid motion do not seem to exceed 50 
mph, yet they must create a vacuum 
around their axis of rotation since 
experts call them "whirlwinds". As a 
consequence, if all the above-and- 
below-mentioned factors come together, 
you have all it takes for a "barom¬ 
etric" explosion. Allow me to spell 
it out for you: Visualize a plane 
plunging fast and abruptly into one 
such partial vacuum. Suppose further¬ 
more that Just as the nose of the 
craft gets into the cavity, a strong 
gust hits, the tail and/or the wings, 
causing the whole structure to swerve 
suddenly and sherply . The mass of ai: 
in the cabin, especially if pressuri¬ 
zed at Sea-level reading, will not 
change directions with its container. 
It will continue on its established 
course because of the law of inertia. 
So will the passengers, the baggage 
and loose equipment. Add to 
all this the fact that the openings 
in planes are very rare and small. 

So. you have all the ingredients for 
a "barometric" explosion out in front 
followed immediately by a fuel explo¬ 
sion. 

And that brings me to thunder¬ 
storms. These violent atmospheric 
agitations contain whirlwinds or at 
least are closely associated with 
them. And we have Just seen what 
these eddies can do. But, over and 
above that lightning, which always 
accompanies thunderstorms, can and 
actually does interfere with or even 
disrupt completely radio and/or radio 
communications. The basic reason for 
that, of course, is that there are 
electrical discharges within the 
clouds, or between them or between 
them and the ground. The electro¬ 
magnetic waves which are produced and 
transmitted interfere with the broad¬ 
cast and/or even ruin the set. More¬ 
over, since in all thunderstorms you 
have charged clouds, you have pockets 
of ionized particles. I believe that 
an electromagnetic wave passing in 
its vicinity would be deflected and/ 
or otherwise distorted so that it 
would carry misleading information, 
which, to a rescue team, could be 
worse than no information at all. 

However, one category of cases 


slumped me for a long time: Compass 
needles going wild as reported by the 
pilots. But, after I had studied care¬ 
fully the following facts I no longer 
blamed the UFOs for causing false com¬ 
pass readings: 1) the declination for 
a given spot varies and sometimes unex¬ 
pectedly. 2) as announced early this 
year, the Project Magnet has excellent 
reasons to theorize that the central 
magnetic field of the earth is an 8- 
polar . 3) solar flares, which canT 
always be anticipated disturb electri¬ 
cal and magnetic devices. 4) evidence 
is mounting to prove that not only ex¬ 
trasolar but even extragalactic cosmic 
ray showers unexpectedly and most 
powerfully (90 billion Bevs) bombard 
our atmosphere. 

In conclusion, let me repeat that 
I am a UFOfan. But, I can no longer 
honestly believe that the "mysteriously 
vanishing" plane is a good argument to 
prove their existence, unless a UFO 
was seen in the vicinity.

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Man on the Moon 

John Glenn’s triple orbit of the earth was not only 
a major achievement in itself; it was an essential step 
toward Project Apollo—a three-man landing on the 
moon and return. President Kennedy has expressed 
the hope that this will be achieved by 1971, and 
under an accelerated program it might be done by 
1967. One of several possible procedures now under 
intensive study is a “rendezvous” operation, bringing 
separate components together in space for assembly to 


complete the journey. This would allow the use of 
power plants now or soon available, short-cutting the 
wait for one super-rocket to do the whole job. One 
assembly currently under consideration to carry the 
men to the moon is shown in a cutaway at left. The 
whole thing would stand about 350 feet high. The 
advanced-type Saturn cluster at the bottom would lift 
the other components to about 100 miles, then detach; 
the second stage would place it in “parking orbit,”

some 200 miles up, then detach. At this point there 
would be a join-up of an extra fuel tank, previously 
orbited, to power the third stage for the remainder of 
the 216,000-mile trip. These visualizations by artist 
Roy Scarfo show what the vehicle may be like and 
how its six-day round trip—the weightless days, the 
sampling on the moon, the return takeoff, the ocean 
landing—may go. 




1. JOIN-UP —The fuel tank has been placed in orbit in advance, 
also by a Saturn; now the Apollo vehicle catches up (here its 
second stage is falling away). Delicate positioning by ground 
signal and by the pilot brings the two elements together, then the 
trip continues. 



2. SPACE LIFE — Weightless, the men live and work in unusual 
ways. One (foreground) takes fluid food; another moves around 
by handholds; the third sits in one of the semi-confining booths 
which can be enclosed against radiation. Here a mid-course 
check-up is made.

3. SLOW APPROACH — Reaching the field of the moon’s gravi¬ 
tation, the Apollo would go into a cruising orbit to pick a landing 
spot. Retro-firing rockets would slow it down for a descent to the 
surface. 


4. SOFT TOUCHDOWN —One possible method of landing is 
the horizontal, rather than tail down. Stiltlike legs would come 
out; a rocket would brake the approach. Much of the lunar 
landscape is nearly flat. 
























5. MOONWORK —With earth as a giant orb over the horizon and the sun 
beating down at 500-plus degrees in the moistureless atmosphere, the men 
from earth go about their explorations. They wear reflecting suits which 


contain temperature-controlling units and an oxygen apparatus. Here they 
collect samples of the “cosmic debris" that coats the moon. 




6. HOMING FLIGHT —Leaving behind the engine pod that had brought it finally to 
the moon, the Apollo capsule starts home. Since it is now down to one element and 
moon gravity is only one-sixth the earth’s, little thrust is needed to start on its return 
flight. 



7. SAFE DOWN —Steered through space by small directional rockets to a preassigned 
spot, Apollo makes a water landing. It will have been turned to bring the broad heat 
shield forward against the friction of re-entering the atmosphere, as with the Mercury 
capsule.
